ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Directors of the Tyngsboro’ Public Library. 


To the Citizens of Tyngsboro’: 

During the past year your Public Library has been 
managed with the same care and diligence manifested in 
former years, not a volume being lost, and your Board of 
Directors are pleased to be able to surrender to the 
Board of Trustees about to be chosen a library in such 
good working condition. 

The Legislature of this Commonwealth fully recog- 
nizing the importance of Public Libraries in towns, has 
placed not only the library, but all property owned by 
the town relating thereto, in the hands of a Board of 
Trustees; and, in view of this fact would it not be 
cheaper and better for the town to furnish a suitable 
room instead of leaving it to the Board of Trustees to 
do the same ? 

Our annual Picnic was held at Willow Dale, and, as 
will be seen by the Treasurer’s report, furnished our 
treasury with a handsome sum. 

As in former years, there has been a book kept at 
the library in which our town’s people can record the 
title, author and publisher of any work they may wish 
to read, but for various reasons the books therein recorded 
are not all bought,—sometimes from a lack of money; 
again, books have been suggested that were not published 
in this country, or were out of print; and, in a few in- 
stances, books that were ordered have been returned be- 
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cause they were not suitable for a public library.  Per- 
sons suggesting books that are bought as above described, 
are allowed the first reading of the same; but, if an in- 
dividual suggests a large number of books, the Directors 
have ordered that the first reading of not more than two 
shall be reserved for the person suggesting, as it would 
be unfair to hold books for ten or twelve weeks in order 
that they might have the first reading of the whole list. 

We are indebted, not only to those of our inhabi- 
tants who have donated books and relics to the Library, 
but also to the Honorable William A. Richardson, Chief 
Justice of the Court of Claims, Washington, D. C., for 
monthly donations of periodicals, and other publications 
which are eagerly sought for by the reading public; also ' 
to George I. Morey, of Lowell, who has furnished your 
Library with many valuable documents. 

For further particulars in relation to the Library we 
refer you to the reports of the Librarian and Treasurer, 


which are hereto annexed.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In accordance with custom and the statutes of the 
Commonwealth, the School Committee submits the fol- 
lowing report of the public schools of the town for the 
year ending March 18, 1889. 

Schools have been maintained in houses numbered 
1, 3 and 6,for the customary time, or for two terms of 
three months each; in number 5, for one term of three 
months; in number 8, for thirty-six weeks ; and in num- 
ber 9, for twenty-four weeks. 

The whole number of teachers employed, during 
a part or a whole of the year, was seven. 

The number of persons in town between the ages of 
five and fifteen, on the first day of May, 1888, was 82. 
This number is greater by five than that of last year. 

The whole number of pupils enrolled was 99. This 
number is smaller by 12 than that of last year. 

The average membership was 93.90. This number 
is smaller by 5.86 than that of last year. 

The average attendance was 88.21. This number 
is larger by .23 than that of last year, although the 
average membership is smaller by 5.86. 

Six other pupils, living near the Lowell line, have 
attended school in that city, and their tuition has been 
paid by the town. These six have not been counted in 
the enrollment, the average membership, or the average 
- attendance. 

The percentage of attendance, based upon the aver-

age membership, was 93.94. This number is 6.83 larger 
than that of last year. 

The whole number of tardy marks during the year 
was 164. Last year this number was 316, nearly twice 
as many. ; 

The number of pupils not absent or tardy for one 
‘or more terms was 43. This number is 21 larger than 
that of last year. It is almost twice as great. 

The expenditure for the salaries of teachers was 
$1,289.50. ‘This amount is less by $25.30 than that of 
last year. 

The expenditures for books and supplies, for fuel 
and its preparation, for the care of houses, for the trans- 
portation of children, and for miscellaneous items, have, 
each one, been somewhat larger than the corresponding 
items of last year. 

The current expenses, including the salaries of 
teachers, books and supplies, fuel and its preparation, 
the care of houses, the transportation of children and 
miscellaneous items, were $1,796.27. This amount is 
greater by $161.28 than that of last year. 

The aggregate amount provided to meet the cur- 
rent expenses was $1,959.41. Of this amount there 
remains unexpended, in the treasury of the town, the 
sum of $163.14. | 

The estimate of the appropriations required by the 
school department for the fiscal year 1889-90, is as 
follows :

Kach of these amounts is the same as was appropri- | 
ated for the same purpose last year. 
These statistics show, that, comparing this year 
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with last, less persons enrolled themselves as pupils 
whose practice of attendance upon school was irregular. 
Some were enrolled in Lowell schools this year, who 
last year were enrolled here. But notwithstanding 
both of these facts, the average attendance was slightly 
greater than last year, and there was a remarkable gain > 
in punctuality and in continuity of attendance. This 
means that, taken as a whole, the schools were used 
more, and more constantly, this year than last year. It 
seems to imply that the children who attended school 
and their parents, taken together, were more desirous 
this year than last year that the children should be 
present in school whenever the schools were in session. 

The following table shows, in its first column, the

It is evident, from an examination of this table, that 
there has been a gain in the constancy of attendance in 
every school. 

The parents of six pupils, in what is called District 
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No. 7, have preferred that their children should attend 
in Lowell rather than in No. 7, the town paying their 
tuition. This they have been authorized to do under 
the provisions of the Public Statutes, Chapter 47, Sec- 
tion 6. The parents of two other pupils, living in 
the same district, have preferred that they should attend 
school at Nos. 8 and 9. The parents of this district have 
been better satisfied this year than last with the oppor- 
tunities which the town has provided for the education 
of their children. It cost the town last year, 1887-88, 
to provide these opportunities —

There has been a net saving to the town in this dis- 
trict of about $75 this year, as compared with last year. 

It is required by the Public Statutes, Chapter 44, 
Section 33, that the School Committee “Shall prescribe, 
as far as is practicable, a course of studies and exercises to 
be pursued” in the public schools. The edition of “The 
Public Statutes relating to Public Instruction with 
Annotations and Explanations including the Laws in 
force December 31, 1888,” issued from the office of the 
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Massachusetts Board of Education, says, page 40, “It is 
necessary that the schools of every town shall have a 
definite and well arranged course of studies.” The 
Report of the Massachusetts Board of Education for 
1886-87 contains reports by the Secretary, Hon. J. W. 
Dickinson, and by George A. Walton, John T. Prince, 
and Henry T. Bailey, Agents of the Board, all of which 
are designed, in whole or in part, to aid the many towns 
in the state, which lke our own, must maintain “ un- 
graded scoools,” or, as this term is defined by Secretary 
Dickinson, schools where “ the different grades, two or 
more of them, are instructed in the same room, or in 
classes whose members may differ in age and more or 
less in their attainments.” These reports have been very. 
helpful to your Committee, in the work of selecting from 
the many “Courses of Studies for Ungraded Schools,” 
now in use in Massachusetts, the one that appeared to be 
the best adapted to the needs of our town. It was pre- 
pared by gentlemen of unusual ability and experience 
in school management, and excellent results have fol- 
lowed its use, both in graded and ungraded schools. 

“The pupils are now classified in” ten “ grades 
according to their qualifications. The first, second, and 
third grades constitute the primary section; the fourth, 
fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth, and ninth, the grammar 
school section; and the tenth,” “the high school section. 
Each grade covers the period of one year.” 

“ Promotions from one grade to the next higher are 
made at the beginning of the school year, but in excep- 
tional cases in the primary and grammar grades, individ- 
ual promotions are made at other times than that fixed 
for class promotion.” 

The features of this course, which permit of these 
individual promotions, are among its distinguishing fea- 
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tures. They render it much more flexible, and it adapts 
itself much more readily, than the arbitrary and unyield- 
ing courses which are more common, to the varying 
needs of pupils of the same grade, who differ in age, 
abilities, and attainments, and some of whom progress 
more rapidly than the rest without unusual exertion. 

Mr. Thomas Emerson, Superintendent of Schools of 
Newton, says relative to this point: “During the first 
half of the year, each grade passes over all the work 
prescribed for the year in language and arithmetic, giv- 
ing attention chiefly to the most important principles 
and their application in the simplest forms of expression 
and computation. The last half of the year is given to 
amore minute study of the ground already traversed, 
together with a more extended application of principles. 
This adjustment of the work in language and arithmetic 
enables the individual pupil to pass from one grade to 
the next higher at the close of the first half of the year ; 
and this he may do with no loss of -time, with little fric- 
tion, and without the omission of a single principle that 
will affect his future progress in these two branches of 
study. In other words, he passes through two grades in 
a single year doing the work of one grade the first half 
of the year, and that of the next higher grade the last 
half of the year. This special adjustment of the work in 
language and arithmetic is necessary on account of the 
nature of these subjects, each principle being so related 
to those that precede it that the pupil is obliged to carry 
in his mind a general outline of the entire subject. This 
is not true of the other branches of study, such as geo- 
graphy, history, spelling, etc. It is of little moment 
which hemisphere is studied first, which continent shall 
have the precedence, or in which order the countries of a 
given continent are studied. The work in these branches 
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may be adjusted, however, in such a way as to present 
no obstacle to individual promotions. To accomplish 
this the course of studies should be arranged in circles, 
and the work should be done in layers, not in sections. 
This is the natural order of investigation and is in har- 
mony with the laws of mental development. In this 
way the general study of a subject becomes the basis of 
a more minute study of that subject in the next grade. 

“This plan of individual promotions has been in 

operation in the schools of Newton three years. 
During the school year 1886-87, the number of indies 
ual promotions was three hundred three, being about 
seven per cent. of the whole number of pupils enrolled. 
Two hundred thirty secured a second promotion at the 
close of the year, most of them doing their work with 
comparative ease and pleasure and taking high rank in 
their classes; that is, about seventy-five per cent. of those 
who attempted it were successful in doing two years’ 
work in one year, and so far as I know, there were no 
cases of overwork. Most of the seventy-three who lost 
their promotions at the end of the year, earned and 
secured a second mid-year promotion the following year. 
The number of mid-year promotions in the school year 
1887-88 was two hundred sixty-four. One hundred six- 
ty-six secured a second promotion at the close of the 
year. Itis probable that the number of individual pro- 
motions from year to year will be from five to seven per 
cent. of the total enrollment. 

“The conditions of promotions in every case are 
punctual and constant attendance, high rank, good con- 
duct, good health, and the consent of the parents. 

“This plan of examinations and promotions is based 
upon ‘the principle that all regulations for grading and 
promotion should not only be such as to facilitate in- 
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struction, but also such as to offer the least possible hin- 
drance to the regular, easy, and natural advance of the 
child from grade to grade, according to his ability to do 
the work.’ ” 

The course of studies was first used in the schools 
at the beginning of the September term, and the pupils 
were graded chiefly with reference to their proficiency 
in the studies of language and arithmetic. It was fore- 
seen that the pupils of the same grade would vary to an 
unusual degree in their other studies, and those who were 
more advanced than the average pupil of the same grade, 
were urged to give especial attention to the studies in 
which they were most deficient, and to avail themselves 
of the opportunities afforded for individual promotion. 
Twelve pupils in school number 9, and ten pupils in 
school number 8, have secured a mid-year promotion, 
each with a fair prospect of a second promotion at the 
beginning of the next school year in September. 

It has heretofore been the custom to give instruc- 
tion in high and grammar school studies in the Winslow 
School, number 8, for three months in the year. During 
the same period, school number 9 has been open for pri- 
mary pupils. It has been the custom for six other months 
of the year, to maintain number 8 as a school chiefly for 
primary and grammar pupils. Hxcepting during the 
holidays and vacations, since the beginning of the Sep- 
tember term, the Winslow School has been maintained 
as a school for grammar and high school grades, while 
number 9 has been maintained for pupils of the three 
primary and the lowest grammar grades. Both namber 
8 and number 9 have been, and are, open to children 
from any district of the town, provided only that they 
are qualified to take up the work of some established 
grade and are legally qualified to attend school in the 
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town. During the winter months some young men have 
presented themselves for instruction at number 8, who 
are occupied at other times upon farms in the town. 
These had no intention of continuing to attend a high 
school after leaving number 8, and any of these was 
allowed to take up the work of different grades in differ- 
ent subjects, if it seemed to be for his immediate interest 
to do so. These have proved themselves to be creditable 
scholars, and this course has introduced no confusion into 
the work of the other pupils. There seems to be no good 
reason why such pupils should not continue to be received 
in this way. The teachers for numbers 8 and 9 were 
engaged for the school year, from the second Monday of 
September until the end of June, their salaries to be paid 
in forty equal payments. It was intended to maintain 
these schools for forty weeks, but the committee have 
since thought it advisable to increase the vacations occur- 
ing between September and June, while the daily ses- 
sions are as long as at present. The more common 
practise is believed to be the better practise; that is, 
somewhat shorter daily sessions with forty weeks of 
school. At least, the plan has been proved to be favorable 
to the good health and advancement of the pupils. 
Some of the steps by which the changes in school 
number 8 have been brought about are indicated in a 
letter addressed to the President and Fellows of Harvard 
College, signed, jointly, by the Selectmen and the School 
Committee of the town, and in their reply. The letter 
and the reply follow this paragraph, and are made part of 
this report. The present teacher of the Winslow School 
- is the first lady who has been appointed to that position 
under the terms of Mrs. Winslow’s Donation. She was 
regularly nominated for the position by the Selectmen 
and approved of after examination by three settled, 
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ordained ministers of Lowell, who have received public 
education. These ministers were the Revs. Ransom A. 
Greene, Henry T. Rose and 8S. Winchester Adriance.

To the President and Fellows of Harvard College, Mass.: 


GENTLEMEN—An indenture, made November 12, 1789, ‘‘ by 
and between the President and Fellows of Harvard College of the 
first part, Sarah Winslow, of Tyngsborough, in the County of Mid- 
_dlesex, gentlewoman, of the second part, and the inhabitants of 
Tyngsborough aforesaid of the third part,” shows ‘‘that the said 
Sarah Winslow for the purpose of promoting the interests of relig- 
ion and good learning within the said district of Tyngsborough and 
for other purposes hereinafter expressed, hath given and granted 
unto the said President and Fellows of Harvard College the princi- 
pal sum of one thousand three hundred and sixty-seven pounds ten 
shillings lawful money of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the uses and for the purposes hereinafter mentioned: that is 
to say, the said principal sum shall be by the said President and 
Fellows kept at lawful interest * * * * as a distinct fund to 
be known and called by the name of MRS. SARAH WINSLOW’S 
DONATON ; the said interest shall be by the said President and 
Fellows, their officers or servants, annually received and by them 
Baammanner following, viz: * * * ‘The ‘other half-of the 
said interest shall be annually paid to the Grammar School Master 
in the said district for the time being, who shall not be the Minister 
of the said district, towards his support, the said School Master to 
be nominated by the Selectmen of the said district, and approved of 
after examination by three settled, ordained ministers in or near the 
said district who shall have received public education.” 

It has been the custom of the Selectmen of Tyngsborough 
until now, to nominate a male grammar school master, towards 
whose support the said half of the said interest should be paid; the 
appointment of a wale grammar school teacher for three months in 
the year, with one or more femza/e grammar school teachers for the 
same school during the other term or terms of the year, has not 
been conducive to the best educational results, and no clearly de- 
fined course of study has been attempted to be maintained in the 
schools. 
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At the annual meeting of the town, in April of the present 
year, authority was given to close school-houses in outlying districts, 
and to spend money to carry school-children from those districts to 
and from schools located elsewhere. During the summer vacation 
an elementary and an advanced school were established in the village 
and both of them were located conveniently near to the meeting- 
house which is named in the said indenture. Schools are now in 
session in only two of the seven outlying district school-houses. 
Two well-trained female teachers, who have had a satisfactory ex- 
perience in teaching of one year or more since their graduation, 
have been appointed to the charge of these schools, and the teacher 
of the advanced school has been made the Principal of all the 
schools in the town. ‘The course of studies for the primary and 
grammar grades in the public schools of the city of Newton has 
been adopted for use, and is now in use, in all of the schools of the 
town. In addition, the course of studies for the first year of one of 
the High School courses of the city of Newton, has been adopted 
for use, and is now in use, in the advanced school in the village. 
The greatest number of scholars in any school in the town is thirty- 
two. 

It is believed that there are many female teachers, any one of 
whom is competent to have the charge of the advanced school in 
the village, who have had the advantages of an excellent Normal 
training and of a satisfactory experience afterward, who can be en- 
gaged by the year to undertake this service for a reasonable sum, 
and who can be retained permanently in position. On the other hand, 
the number of male teachers of equal abilities and attainments, is 
comparatively small, and they can only be obtained, and retained, 
with comparative difficulty and at a comparatively large expense. 
At the time when Mrs. Sarah Winslow’s donation was made, the 
present conditions did not exist, and such well-trained, experienced, 
efficient, female Grammar School teachers as are now common, 
were not to be found in Massachusetts. It is believed that if the 
town shall maintain this advanced school in the central village, for 
the benefit of all the children who may legally attend school there- 
in, for forty weeks of each year, with substantially the same course 
of studies as is now in use, under the charge of a teacher of com- 
petent ability and good morals, the town will provide educational 
facilities in excess of those which are required of the town by the 
public statutes of Massachusetts, which additional facilities are quite 
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as good and quite as much ‘‘in the interests of * * * good 
learning” as can practically be provided for the sum of one hundred 
and twenty dollars, more or less, which is to ‘* be annually paid _ to 
the Grammar School Master in the said District”’ under the terms 
of the said indenture. The town has made provisions which are 
sufficient for the maintainance of the above-mentioned schools 
throughout the present school year, but the efficiency of the schools 
for the present year will be, and the permanency of their maintain- 
ance upon their present basis may be, very closely dependent upon 
the disposition which shall be made of the said interest money. It 
is not probable that an increase of salary of one hundred and twenty 
dollars per annum to be paid to a male Grammar School Master 
would permanently secure service as competent as that which can eas- 
ly be had of a femzale Grammar School Master for the salary which 
the town now pays. It is, then, scarcely probable that any attempt 
will be made to appoint a male Grammar School Master to service 
in the town for forty weeks in a year, and grave apprehensions arise 
when the possibitity is considered of a return to former conditions, 
with a new teacher, for each new term, of such qualifications as per- 
sons possess who are willing to accept such temporary positions. 
The Public Statutes of Massachusetts, Chapter 44, Section 2, 
require that a High School shall ‘‘ be kept by a master of compet- 
ent ability and good morals.” So competent an authority as the Hon. 
J. W. Dickinson, Secretary of the Massachusetts Board of Educa- 
tion, has expressed the opinion that the master of a school may be 
either male or female, and has said that the term Master is com- 
monly used thus in Massachusetts where there are many female 
Masters of High Schools. Worcester’s School Dictionary gives as 
the definition of the word, ‘** AZaster, n. One who has servants, 
persons, or things in subjection; a director; a teacher.” Nothing 
whatever is said of the sex of a master. The edition of ‘* The 
Public Statutes of Massachusetts relating to Public Instruction, 
with Annotations and Explanations, including the laws in force 
December 31, 1888,” which is now being distributed from the office 
of the Secretary of the Board of Education, contains the following 
statement, p. 26: ‘*‘ The master’ may be either male or female.” 
We therefore pray your honorable body, that, ‘* For the purpose of 
promoting the interests of * * * good learning within the 
said District of Tyngsborough,” you will consider the following 
question and inform us of your conclusion: Whether the Gram- 
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mar School Master to whom the said interest money shall be paid, 
may be either male or female?

Voted, That the Town Clerk shall, at the end of each fiscal year, furnish 
to the Selectmen an abstract of the records of all Town Meetings 
held during the year, which abstract shall contain the records of 
all actions taken, and of the appointments of committees, and 
shall be published with the annual report of Town Officers. 


Voted, To raise one hundred dollars to carry school children to and from 
school in the various parts of the town, if deemed advisable by the 
committee. 


Voted, To grant permission to those persons who recently owned horse 
sheds on the Town’s land, near John G. Upton’s mill pond, liberty 
to rebuild them. This vote was reconsidered and annulled. 


Voted, That the Town remove the buildings how standing on the lot of 
land owned by the Town, near John G. Upton’s mill pond, and 
erect a new hearse house and public horse sheds.
